NATO lo Deploy 


More Firepower 


WASHINGTON (A P )—The Unit­ 
ed States will trv next week to

On U.S. 21 between Akron and 
Cleveland, where the granddaddy 
of all traffic tieups developed, An­ 
ders Anderssen of Bath, Ohio, a 
truck driver, told a reporter who 
came by with a Red Cross team 
that brought food and drink: “ I’ve 
been here since 4:30 p.m. Thurs­ 
day and have gone eaxctly three 
miles. 
You just sit and 
sleep. 
There’s nothing else you can do.” 
That was Friday night. The Ohio

! over a IO-mile section of hilly road 
south of Brecksville. 
The problem of highway crews

Soil Testing 


Is Increasing 


In Ohio Now 


COLUMBUS — Ohio State Uni­ 
versity’s soil testing laborat o r y 
has tested more than 87,000 soil 
sa m p le s this year. That s an av ­ 
erage of one 
sample 
for every 
com m ercial farm in Ohio. 
These figures 
are revealed in 
an annual report sent to O h i o 
County Extension agents by Dr. 
O. L. M usgrave. extension agron­ 
omist and director of soil testing 
The report covers the period from 
Nov 
I. 1961 to Oct. 31, 1962 Soil 
sam ples handled by the laboratory 
during 
that 
tim e totaled 86.275. 
which was 10.000 more than hand­ 
led last year and nearly double 
the volume tested just four years 
ago 
The soil testing program adm in­ 
istered 
through 
the 
Agricultural 
Extension Service, is one of the 
largest of its kind in the United 
States, Sam ples from Ohio farm s 
art sent to the laboratory by coun 
tv agents, county ASC offices, and 
representatives of industry. Nearly 
half the sam ples reach the labor 
atory through the county agents. 
F a rm e rs use the soil tests as a 
guide to fertilizer needs on th e i r 
land. 
Wayne 
County 
submitted 
the 
most soil *amples for testing this 
year — 3,122. Clinton County was 
second with 2,408 and Hancock was 
third with 2.174.

The first com m ercial washboard 
of record in Fayette County, was 
purchased in Cincinnati by .la * 
cob Bush, son of Leonard Bush, 
about 120 years ago. 
It was Jacob Bush, who lived 
in Jasper Twp., and who w as born 
in Pendleton County, V a., in 180-1 
w'ho was in Cincinnati on bu^inc-s 
and m issed the Mage coach. So 
he started walking home, and cov­ 
ered 
the 
68 
miles 
during 
that 
sam e day, arriving late at night. 
This feat, so far as is known, 
has never been duplicated by any 
F ayette countian. 
It was Leonard Rush, father of 
Jacob, who built the only round 
log house ever constructed in the 
county, 
But returning to the washboard 
purchased by Jacob Bush — sup­ 
pose I let his granddaughter, vlrv 
Marie O’Neil, M aysville, tell the 
story as she has written it for 
me: 
•’He w as in Cincinnati on an­ 
other occasion and while there he 
saw a gadget which he thought 
m ight make work a little easier 
for ‘mother and the girl*’ so he 
bought it and brought it home to 
them . 
“ It was a washboard 
“ Prior to that tim e they had 
used a home made device called a 
“ pounding barrel” . 
“Of course, other people bought 
washboards about this tim e and 
m y Aunt Jennie Chenoweth t o l d 
m e there was quite a commotion 
over it. 
“ Preachers 
preached 
sermons 
against their use, on the theory 
that Satain would find m ischief for 
idle hands to do, etc. 
“ But women kept on using them 
and I don’t im agine there were 
m any idle hands, especially in the 
country.” 
The washboard purchased 
by 
Jacob Bush was all wood, 
t h e 
rubbing surface being corrugated. 


It wa- a great many years before 
metal was substituted for the cor­ 
rugated wooden surface. 
Now for a little history of Ja 
rob Bush, as earned in one of 
the old Fayette County histories:

“Jacob Bush, the oldest child of 
le o n ard Btrsh, was born in Pen 
j dleton County, Va,, in 1804, and ac 
companied his father to this town- 
• ship from that Hate He remained 
with him until 1829 when he m ar­ 
ried Catherine Bond, 
of

Twp,, who died in 1838, 
“ A little more than a year aft­ 
erward he wa- agrin married, to 
, Lucy Leach, of Brown County, who 
is still hung. 
“ By these marriages Mr, Bush 
becam e the father of ll children, 
two of whom are living with their 
father at Jasper Mills. 
“ Mr. Bush at one tune owned an 
extensive farm in Jasper Twp. but 
a few years since he divided his 
property among his rhildren, re 
serving only a sm all homestead 
at Jasper Mills where he is spend­ 
ing his declining years 
in 
im ­ 
proving and beautifying.”

FIRST GRAVELED ROAD 
Indications 
arc' 
that 
the 
first 
road in Fayette County to receive 
an application of giavel over its 
full length is located in Jefferson 
Twp. 
The Moon-Evans Rd., extending 
I Ca miles west from Rt. 41, to 
Shady Grove, apparently uhs the 
first improved road in the entire 
county.

was made to grade and gravel 
roads. They were “ mud roads” in 
the fullest sense of the term when 
rain cam e. High wheeled wagons 
and other vehicles were needed 
to negotiate them. Narrow tires 
were the rule rather than the three 
and four inch tires used later when 
roads were improved.

In fact, half 
of all Am ericans depart this world 
without one. But since it costs only 
$25 or so for a sim ple will to be 
drawn by an attorney, if s foolish 
not to make one 
Having a will insures that your 
property 
will

you wish and tends to m inim i/e 
legal snarls, delays and extra costs 
which frequently arise in settling 
even sm all estates. Here are som e 
questions frequently raised in this 
connection: 
Q. “ We’re along in years and 
have no children, lf I die, won t 
m y modest 
assets 
autom atically 
go to my wife? And, in the event 
sh e’s not here, to my only other 
relative—a brother? And. if he’s 
not 
here, 
to 
his two 
children? 
Would a will be of any advantage 
in my case? 
A. It may be of no particular 
value— if your case is as sim ple 
and clear-cut as you say. But it 
is possible that a will would speed 
up inheritance proceedings; it may 
elim inate possible need tor t ti e 
court 
to 
require 
your executor 
to tx)st a bond: and it m ay reduce 
certain court costs in probating 
the estate.

It is known that som e of the 
roads of lesser im portance did not 
have any gravel at all and w ere 
given their first boost from the 
mud when crushed stone rame into 
general use for road building in 
the county. 
It has not been many year- since 
mud roads could be found in near­ 
ly every township in the county, 
hut 
graveling 
becam e 
general 
soon after the Civil War and par­ 
ticularly in the 70’s. 
It was during the 1870’s that 
Circleville Rd. now U. S. Rt. 22, 
was rebuilt and 
given a 
heavy 
surface of gra\e! from the several 
pits along the route. The historic 
m ilestones along 
the road were 
installed at that tim e 
First improvement of the streets 
in 
Washington 
U, 
H. 
was 
with 
gravel from nearby pits, and it 
w as not until years after the ad­ 
vent of the automobile that the 
streets were improved with crush­ 
ed stone and asphalt 
It was 50 years ago that the 
first road in the county to be re 
built along modern lines, was be­ 
ing reconstructed. It was Devalon 
Rd. between Lewis Rd. and Bloom- 1 
ingburg. This was done because it 
w as the most direct route between 
Washington C. II. and one of the 
larger nearby town J in the county. 
It was paid for by county, town­ 
ship and from other funds derived 
from levying a tax on abutting 
farm lands.
